Constitution of the Temple and its Mahajans 


SECTION - 1 


15. Article - 1:- In the village Morpirla of Quepem , 
Taluka, there exists the old Hindu Temple of Shree 
Saptakoteshwar founded by the Community of 
" Gomantak Gaud Maratha Samaj" , " Velip " who had 
donated to it their landed properties, money, etc. for the 
management of the affairs and religious performances 
of the Temple and constructed the building of the 
Devalaya and its filial Temples . 


The following Temples are affiliated to the above 
Devalaya : 


1. Shree Ganapati. 
2. Shree Panchpurush . 
3. Shree Purva Khetri ( Three ). 
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( 4 ) Kidamkarwada: - Male descendants of 
(i) Shri Shaba Nagu Velip and (ii) Shri Satu Lakmu Velip .

Article - 2 :- The founder Mahajans or Kulawis are the 
male descendants of original Velips of Hindu of

( 3 ) Naskiwada, (4 ) Vailwadkarwada, (5 ) Madhalawada 
including Limbanival, (6 ) Kidamkarwada , ( 7 ) Vailawada 
including Gullekarwada and Kanakatiwada and 
(8 ) Sakalwada of Morpirla village. 


Male descendants of Velips of other wadas ofMorpirla 
village being the Male descendants from Purush Gharvai 
(Velip ). It also includes male descendants of Shri Paik 
Mono Gaonkar from Gaonkar Purush Gharvai. 


(c ) All the above Vangods shall be given the 
preference for the accomplishments of the acts of 
worship by the manner which is being followed as per 
custom . 


The Mahajans comprises of following 6 Vangods and 
6 Velip families : 


( a ) Vangods: 


(d ) Only the Mahajans from the. wadas of 
( 1 ) Madhlawada including Limbanival, (2 ) Kidamkarwada , 
( 3 ) Vailawada including Gullekarwada and Kanaktiwada 
and (4 ) Sakalwada have the rights in Shri Konkan Paik 

evasthan matters. 


( 1 ) Pujari Jalmi Velip :- Male descendants of 
(i) Shri Satu Chimot Velip , ( ii ) Shri Mulo Bhagdo Velip , 
(iii ) Shri Paik Bhairo Velip , ( iv ) Shri Poro Sakhlu Velip 
and (v ) Shri Punda Bhisso Velip from Velipwada and 
Kamarkar Wada . 


( e ) No person shall be admitted as Mahajan who is 
not the male descendant of the above mentioned tribes . 


(2 ) Pujari Kankati Velip :- Male descendants of 
Shri Kalu Bombo Velip from Kankatiwada . 


( 3 ) Pujari Turya Velip : Male descendants of

(f) Notwithstanding anything stated in this Article 
there shall not be any impediment to admit any Hindu 
of Velip to institute or celebrate any religious or festival 
acts with the consent ofMazanes provided the religious 
formalities are maintained . However, in no case these 
Acts give them the right of interferring in the admin 
istration of the Temple . 


( 4 ) Budhvant Vangadi/Pujari :- Male descendants of

(g ) Appended Schedule to this constitution being its 
integral part is the roll of Mahajans that shall be 
annually revised by the respective committee .

(h ) Adopted persons legally adopted as per Law are 
considered as lawful descendants for all the purpose 
to admit as Mahajan . 


(6 ) Gaonkar Vangadi: -Male descendants of Shri Paik 
Mono Gaonkar from Velipwada /Gaonkarwada ,

( 3) The employees of Devalaya who are in use of 
landed properties of Devalaya in lieu of their services 
shall not have the right to sell, mortgage or otherwise 
dispose off such properties. After the resignation or 
termination from the service of the Devalaya he/they 
should immediately hand over the properties peacefully 
to the Devalaya . 


Article 10 :- ( 1) Daily worship :- Every morning there 
shall be lighting of permanent nandadeeps, the prayer 
and the ceremonies of Abhisheks, Pooja and Artis and 
other ceremonies according to the religious precepts 
and practices observed from the remote parts in praise 
of Shree Saptkoteshwar and its filial Deities . This act 
shall be done upto 9.00 a . m . afterwords Prasad or Kaul 
of Shree Saptakoteshwar and other deities shall be 
given . The ceremonies of the morning shall be over by 
the mid - day by doing naivedya and of the night upto 
twenty - one hours , but they may be extended on feasts 
days .

the Temple . Second Shravan Monday shall be 
celebrated by the Mahajans ofward Velipwado , 
Vaizawado , Naskiwada , Kamarkar and 
Voilowadkerwada.

(e ) They have to accompany the Pujari when there 
will be any Devkrutya . 


( f) In case of death of Mahajan they have to lit the 
lamp in the main Temple . 


Article 13:- The Employees, Staff of the Temple are : 
(i) Purohit (Bhat Pujari). 
( ii ) Devli . 
( iii) Harijans Vajantris . 
(iv ) Dhobi. 
(v ) Carpenter. 
(vi) Talwadkar s . 


( g ) It is their duty to break coconut at " Phatlepurav " 
after performing duties by the Pujari. 


(h ) It is their duty to wear sarees to new bride during 
the marriage ceremonies . 


(a ) The employees, staff of the Temple referred in this 
Article shall perform their duties carefully and with the 
trust under the supervision of the Managing Committee 
and General Body. 


( i) It is their duty to perform " ULO " at shigmomand . 


( ) It is their duty to accompany Shigmo "Mela " 
alongwith coconut of " Kurai" . 


Clause (i) Duties of Purohit (Bhat Pujari): 


(k ) It is their duty to cut chicken birds at ( 1 ) Moitavol, 
( 2 ) Kanibag and ( 3 ) Voilemadank after the end of festival 
of Shigmo. 


(a ) It is the duty of Purohit ( Bhat Pujari ) to perform 
" HOM " (chanting before holy fire ) " Archa Shudhi" in 
the main Temple during the following days : 

(1) On the day of " Samaradhan " ; 
(2 ) On the next day of " Holipornima" ; 
( 3) On the day of " Pindikotsav" ; and 
( 4 ) On the next day of eclips. 


( 1) Their duty is to lit the fire to Holi on the day 
of Jatra . 


(m ) They have to show Bogul on Shigmomand. 


(b ) It is his duty to read out pooran on the day of 
" Gudi Padwa" . 


(n ) It is the duty of female descendants of 
Shri Khushali Devidas to collect " Divaj" from Pujari 
Jalmi Velip during Jatra day. 


( c ) It is his duty to perform all other work as per need 
arises . 


(0 ) It is their duty to perform all other work as per 
custom followed . 


Clause (ii) Duties of Devali: 


Clause (iii ) Duties of Harijans/ Vajantris : 


Harijans /Vajantris should be the descendants of Shri 
Camila Benedita Fernandes . 


Two poiricars of the Devidas families are the 
permanent employees of the Devasthan and their 
services are hereditary . Presently the said employees 
are Shri Khushali Pandurang Devidas and Shri Gopal 
Devidas who are performing the services alternatively 
for one month each . 


Harijans /Vajantris shall perform their duties with the 
help of musical drums on the day of Karthik Pornima 
and Holi Pornima and on the day of Jatra he shall break 
coconut forGod as followed since past at " Mharangan " . 


( a ) Their duties are to keep Temple presincts clean , 
washing of utensils of the Temple , to play musical 
instrument known as " Shing " twice a day to 
notify /inform the villagers about the Temple activities 
and such other work as per custom . 


Clause ( iv ) Duties of Dhobi: 


It is the duty of Dhobi to clean the ornamental 
clothes as and when need be . 


(b ) It is their duty to keep clean all the Temples 
before 7.30 a . m . 


Clause ( v ) Duties of Carpenter: 


( a ) It is duty of Carpenter to fix lighting lamp ( Pontyo ) 
to the " Khamb " . 


(c ) They should bring in the morning the flowers and 
Tulsi. In addition to this whenever there is any 
Devkrutya , they have to give message to all Mahajans 
and keep everything ready for the same. Also to tell the 
devotees to take " Prasad " in their turn . 


( b ) It is also his duty to give " Villa " and " Pontyo " 
when there will be any Devkrutya . 


(d ) At night they reg to light and put off the lamps , 
to decorate " Palankin " closing doors at night, etc. 


(c ) It is his duty to prepare food seperately on the 
day of " Samaradhan " by taking required goods from 
Devasthan . 
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Clause ( vi) Duties of Talwadkar s: 


(a ) It is duty of Talwadkar s to prepare food on the 
day of " Samaradhan " , at the time of "Matan " and on 
the hunting day. 


Clause 1: ( a ) The servant who do not comply his /their 
duties he /they shall be punished by the Managing 
Committee- with a warning for first time with 
suspension for the second time and for the third time 
his services shall be terminated by the Managing 
Committee with prior consent of General Body of the 
Temple who should decide the issue even in ordinary 
session . 


( b ) It is also their duty to fix pendals on the day of 
" Shigmo Dahsmi" . 


Others : 


(b ) Managing Committee or the General Body 
shall not inflict any penalties on the Mahajans or the 
employees of the Devalaya unless they are given 
opportunities of being heard to defend their case . 


( a ) Besides the services normally done in the Temple 
each one of the Employee is bound in duty to render 
occassional services of their competency according to 
customs followed upto the date . 


(c ) Against the penalties imposed by the Managing 
Committee there shall be an appeal to the General Body 
of the Devalaya . 


Other Dispositions 


(b ) Besides the Pujari or other servants there may 
be more remunerated staff if necessary according to 
the needs of service, it being left to the Managing 
Committee to engage such staff fixing the remuneration 
to be paid to them provided there are sufficient funds 
to meet the expenditure which acts of the Managing 
Committee should be later on confirmed by the General 
Body of the Mahajans in the immediate next meeting . 


( d ) The priest shall not solemnize any worship 
without prior collection of respective fees as prescribed 
in Article 12 by passing a receipt or a signature of the 
Secretary of the Managing Committee of the Temple . 


Remuneration of the Employees 


( e ) The religious duties of any other religious 
performances shall be performed through the priest. In 
case the priest is absent the Purohit will do the same. 


Clause 1:- Purohit ( Bhat Pujari):- He shall get one 
Khandi paddy or price equivalent to one " Khandi" and 
half of shares from the amount given by the devotees 
for the performance of " Devknutya" . 


(f) Proceeds of worship not shown in Article 12 will 
be distributed at 25 % to the Temple Treasury . 


Clause 2 :- Devli :- (i) in consideration of the services 
rendered " Devli " Shri Khushali Pandurang Devidas 
shall enjoy the income of paddy field known as “ Wozrem 
Devamand " , situated at Morpirla village . 


Article 15 :- All the administration , Management and 
other affairs shall be regulated by these bye -laws and 
by the " Regulamento dasMazanias" in force as well as 
by any general or special laws and regulation appli 
cable or which may be applicable to such institution 
in future : 


(ii) In consideration of the services rendered " Devli" 
Shri Gopal Devidas shall enjoy the income of paddy field 
known as " Sasniband " , situated at Morpirla village . 


Clause 3:- Harijans/ Vajantaris :- Yearly salary of 
Rs. 500 / - and a property at " Kulgati Panna " has been 
granted for their services . 


( a ) It is prohibited in the Temple for any person to 
smoke, to spit, to enter inside any Temple with covered 
feet , drunk with any stimulating liquid or any attitude 
or gesture of arranging conflicts or quarrels . 


Clause 4 :- Dhobi:- An amount of Rs. 51/ - is to be paid 
as honorarium . 


(b ) It is vested on the general body of Mahajans the 
powers to resolve the matters inherent to the worship 
resolution whereof are not specifically vested on the 
Managing Committee . 


Clause 5 :- Carpenter :- Their services can be utilised 
on payment of Rs. 15 / - per annum . 


( c ) Amendments, changes alterations or modifica 
tions of legal provisions in these bye-laws will be done 
by the 2/3 majority of the body of Mahajans. 


Clause 6 :- Talwadkar s :- They are rendering their 
services honorary . 


Penal and other Disposition 


Notwithstanding the above provision the bye -laws 
regarding customs and traditions possibly will not be 
changed . 


Article 14 :- The following are the punishments 
prescribed for those servants who will not perform 
his /their duties in right manner or disobeying the 
orders of Mahajan Sabha of Managing Committee in 
relation to Temple Administration . 


(d ) The Mahajans do not renounce the right which 
by any way they have or may for immovable properties , 
right, shares , active debts , etc. which shall be declared 
as integral parts of funds of Devalaya .

Article 16 :- The above constitutional bye -laws 
and regulations shall come into force within five days 
after its publication in the Official Gazette . Signature 
of the members of Special Committee appointed by the 
Government by Order No. 3 / 1 / 2000 -RD ( 7232 ) dated
